I am glad to write you that at the adjourned 
congregational meeting held on the evening of May 25th., the 
following resolution was read, discussed and finally passed unan- 


imouslys: 


Whereas the Pulpit Committee of the First Presbyterian 
Church of Lockport,N.Y. ,comprising Mrs.L.G.Merritt, ; 
Messrs E.Albert Rogers, W.H.Upson,Jr., George O.Wilson, 
L.?.Huber, Dr.L.R.Hurlbut and John T.Symes, have made a 
thorough investigation of the record, character, educa- 
tion, experience and standing generally of Rev.Stewart 

M.Robinson of Cleveland, Ohio, and all the members of 

said committee believe that he would make an acceptable 
pastor of the church, therefore be it 


Resolved that the members and congregation of the First 
Presbyterian Church of Lockport, regularly convened on 
the twenty-fifth day of May, 1921, hereby extend a call 
to the Rev.Stewart M.Robinson to become the pastor of 
this church; that the salary be at the rate of thirty- 
six hundred dollars ($3600.00) per annum until January 
first, 1922; that a manse or temporary sesidence be 
provided by the church; that the moving expenses from 
Cleveland be paid by the church; that Mr.Robinson be 
granted one months vacation which is usual in this church 
and that he be asked to take up the work as soon ag the 
trustees provide a residence in the 6ity of Lockport. 


I presume the trustees will be glad to take up the matter of 
a residence as soon as you indicate your acceptance, and I will 
be glad to send you the necessary paper to be presented to 


Presbytery.
